her hand; Maltese ladies with opaque black veils 
and hoods concealing all the face except the eyes— 
a survival, I was told, from Mohammedan days. 

W E came upon a very spacious open square in 
the middle of the city. There were man¬ 
holes all over this square through which 
one could see men here and there carrying sacks 
of grain and other provisions, to be stored below 
in a vast subterranean granary and store-cellar 
against a siege or time of famine enough food 
to last for a very long time. No doubt it was 
used during the recent bombings. 

B ut the great sight was the famous Church of 
St. John, where everything in the sanctuary 
' seemed made of solid silver. This was the 
Church of the Knights Hospitallers of St. John 
of Jerusalem. Above the altar was a great piece 
of statuary representing St. John the Baptist. The 
people of Malta were glad to tell visitors about 
the Knights of St. John, who ruled there, after 
the Turks, for nearly 300 years. They called their 
caief city V.illetta, after Vallette, a Grand Master 
of the Knights. •The Knights of St. John are of 
interest to us today because the Freemasons claim 
a revival of the order in the 18tli century, and our 
Masons observe St. John’s day, June 25, as was 
done last Sunday. 

The very interestig history of the Knights of 
St. John began about 1100 with an association of 
merchants of Amalfi, in Italy, who had dealings 
with Palestine. One of the enterprises of these 
early merchants was the building, in Jerusalem, 
wiUi the permission of the Khalif, of a monastery 
and a convent to receive and assist pilgrims who 
came from the west, and soon they abided a hos¬ 
pital for the poor and sick among the pilgrims 
and the wounded of the Crusaders. The hospital 
was dedicated to St. John, hence the name 
“Knights Hospitallers of St. John.” Their devoted 
care of the sick and wounded won tiiem praise 
and support and wealth from all countries. They 
became a military religious order, divided into 
soldier-knights, chaplains, and serving-brothers 
who took care of the hospital, though all members 
shared the hospital work when free. In 1291, 
when Palestine was lost by the Crusaders, they 
were expelled from Acre, and took refuge first 
in Cyprus, then in R’lodes, and later moved to 
Malta. They did a great work in rescuing captives 
from the pirates of the Mediterranean and keep¬ 
ing the sea safe for travelers and pilgrims. For 
400 years, from 1100 to 1500, the historians tell 
us. they had been very charitable, and among 
their customs were the care of Crusaders’ children 
and of inf.mts abandoned after a cruel custom of 
those early times; tiie giving of money to prison, 
ers, and clothing when they were freed; the giv¬ 
ing of marriage portions to poor girls, and of 
food and clothing three times a week to those 
wh asked; the feeding of the hungry at the 
Knights’ table; the provision of a tailor’s room 
lor mending tiie clothing of the poor; the keeping 
the pirates off the sea, and many other good 
works. The Knights settled in Malta in 1530, and 
improved the rocky island by bringing in vast 
quantities of soil from Sicily. Napoleon took the 
island in 1798, and expelled the Knights, who.se 
order then became practically extinct.

When X-Day comes, marking the fall of Hitler’s 
European fortress, the American home front must 
be as well prepared as our invasion troops were 
when they hit the F'rench coast on D-Day, if we 
are to aosorb tne terriiic impact of sudden eco¬ 
nomic oislocationa and not be staggered by tiie 
blow. 

That, in substance, represents the over-all con¬ 
clusion of a special tSenate Committee on X.Day 
Planning, which has just rendered its preliminary 
report. And even tiiough the defeat ot Nazi Ger¬ 
many may still be months distant, the plans for 
X-Day, warns the committee, must be laid well in 
advance, with definite decisions reached as to the 
steps to be taken. 

One of the sticklers in X-Day Planning is that 
the war will be only half won with the collapse 
of Hillers Europe, but the defeat of Germany, 
nonetheless, is expected to recoil sharply on our 
war economy, with the result tiiut the postvvar, 
rccoiisructioii job must start before the fighting 
acluaily ends. Just a few of the plans for X-Day 
include the establishment of a general demobiliza¬ 
tion office, speedy termination of unnecessary war 
contracts and clearing of the plants in preparation 
for other work, wise marketing of surplus war 
property, new peace-time or “twilight zone con¬ 
struction projects for which materials must be 
available immediately, re.training of war workers 
and return of many such workers to their former 
homes, drastic reduction of governmental spending, 
the reopening of foreign trade, and unemployment 
insurance for jobless workers. 

Of primary importance, we believe, is the pro¬ 
posal tliat “war taxation should end with the end 
of the war,” so that a revision of tax laws can be 
worked out which will encourage capital to invest 
in industry and provide a vast, now pool of em¬ 
ployment. We are glad to note that War Mobol- 
ization Director Byrnes believes this down%vard re¬ 
vision of taxes should come "as soon as possible 
after X-Day.” Above all, when our fighting men 
come home, we can’t have the home front clut¬ 
tered with the wreckage of our war economy. 
When X-Day comes, we, too, must be ready!
